HEALTH TALKS

Now, then, here’s where I lop off 
some more friends—assuming [ have 
any left—for I am going to tell the 
truth in the rough, that is unpolished, 
without varnish, about weak hearts 
and weak lungs, and a lot of folks 
who have ’em will find the rough stuff 
Sarcastic. 

Succinetly, let us clarify the situa- 
tion and come to an understanding 
right here at the outset as to just 
what we -are talking about. If Il 
could make my opponents in the de- 
bat2 on the question of “cdélds’”’ do that, 
l’\] have ’em paralyzed early in the 
quarrel, Let me explain, therefore, 
that apart from organic disease there 
is no such thing as a weak heart or 
weak lungs. I hope that is perfectly 
clear and unmistakable; there are 
no ifs, ands, althos or howevers about 
it, you will kindly notice. Weak hearts 
and weak lungs bear a striking re- 
semblance to “colds,” “indigestion,” 
‘nervous break down.” 

Having advanced boldly thus far, I 
now do the famous crawfish act. Of 
course your heart may be a little 
weaker or stronger than my heart, 
and both our hearts may be weaker 
or stronger now than they were last 
year or will be next year. A _ heart 
is a muscle and muscles yary in capac- 
ity to do work, according to the train- 
ing we give them. As I have often 
tried to point out, the average layman 
is satisfied to worry along with some- 
thing like 70 per cent health. At that 
standard he feels no immediate’ or 
urgent need of a doctor and it takes 
}an eloquent plea to persuade him to 
(try the latest panacea for poor blood 
lor bad nerves. Still if nobody hands 
‘him a bunch of symptoms he consid- 
ers himself fairly well, thank you. He 
ean even make a little run for it to 
;ecatch a train, without getting too 
| alarmingly winded. His general mus- 
|culature is kinda flabby and soft, and 
iso is his heart, but that’s the way he 
thinks health is, By proper education, 
| particularly intelligent physical train- 
,ing. his health status can be brought 
'up to QO per cent, provided he harbors 
'no latent or unrecognized disease, In 
ithe 90 per cent class the man would 
| not mind a spurt to catch a train, 
| rather he would enjoy such iittle tests; 
(he would enjoy health in many ways 
'he never dreamed of when he herded 
| with the 70 per centers. As a 90 per 
‘'eent man he could be better equipped 
‘for other little strains and stresses 
| than running to catch a train—such 
'tests, for example, as an atta*k of 
pneumonia, or some sudden emergency 
| demanding anesthetization and opera- 
‘tion. All these little tests may hap- 
| pen to anybody, and it is a great com- 
ifort for anvbody to feel that whatever 
icomes he is prepared to stand the

In Eskimo. 

Rev. O. E, Stringer returns to 
Winnipeg after spending 1S years in 
the Arctic. He says it was only dur- 
ing the last year of his stay on the 
top of the world that he saw his first 
Eskimo convert. After the first, 
many others followed into the fold. 
The greatest difficulty in evangelizing 
the natives is to protect them against 
the whalers, who visit the settlements 
occasionally and invite the natives to 
orgies of drink and debauch.

That this is a work requiring not 
only scholarly ability but also ready 
wit is clear. Here is a sample. Dr.
